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BE A GOOD CITIZEN—COOPERATE 


Smoking and debris burning caused more than 50 
percent of the forest fires occurring in the state of 
New Hampshire in 1955—235 fires out of a total of 
463 originated from these two sources. Lighted smok- 
ing material and matches thrown from moving vehi- 
cles along the highway or dropped by fishermen, 
hunters, hikers, berry and flower pickers accounted 
for 26 percent; debris burning in the wrong place or 
at the wrong time by those who failed to heed all 
pleas for safety or refused to recognize the logical, 
sensible rules and regulations set up under legisla- 
tive authority governing the use of fire in or near 
woodlands accounted for more than 24 percent. This 
is inexcusable. 


Everything possible is being done officially to rem- 
edy the situation. Since 1909 there has been a statute 
on our law books which requires everyone to secure 
written permission from the local forest fire warden 
before starting a fire in or near woodlands or where 
fire can be communicated to woodlands, unless the 
ground is covered with snow. A never ending program 
of educational work is being carried on by your local 
warden and state officials to inform the general pub- 
lic both of the value and necessity of securing the re- 
quired permit for such burning. Much progress has 
been made, but there are still many who fail or refuse 
to cooperate. The value of our permit system was def- 
initely proven in this district during the 1955 cal- 
endar year. District local wardens issued 959 permits 
for debris burning fires. That’s a lot of permits. The 
records show only 2 permit fires got out of control. 
This proves several things—while wardens were lib- 
eral in the issuance of fire permits, accommodating 
every applicant so far as possible, they were cautious, 


38 


following closely directives outlining overall policy 
governing the issuance of burning permits and thor- 
oughly instructing permit users. The latter, too, fully 
appreciating their responsibility in using their per- 
mits, governed themselves accordingly. Result? Much 
burning done legally and safely. 


But what of the smokers? Despite all the efforts of 
those officially charged with the responsibility of pre- 
venting fires, too many were careless or thoughtless 
in disposing of smoking material and matches. Why? 
It is difficult to say. Autos are now equipped with ash 
trays. Why not use them. The crushing out of a cigar, 
cigarette and the complete extinguishment of match- 
es before being discarded is an easy chore. 


If the costly habits of the careless and indifferent 
smoker and debris burner could be overcome, more 
than half of our annual forest fires would be elimin- 
ated. Will YOU do YOUR share to bring this about? 


REMEMBER 


1. Get a written permit from your local warden 
before starting your debris burning or camp fire. The 
law requires it. 


2. Make certain they are dead out before leaving 
them. 


3. Become a safe smoker by extinguishing smoking 
material and matches before discarding them.

The annual physical examinations were completed 
in September by the school physician, Dr. Paul 
Choate. A urinalysis was done for first grade pupils 
and new pupils entering the school from other areas. 


All routine vision and hearing tests were done and 
notices sent to parents when defects were found. 


All grades were examined with the Woods lite 
which is used to detect the presence of scalp ring- 
worm. No cases were found. 


The Salk polio vaccine became available to chil- 
dren through 14 years of age. Two polio clinics were 
held during the year and every school child in this age 
group was given an opportunity to receive the vac- 
cine. These clinics were sponsored by the State De- 
partment of Health and were conducted by Mrs. Lor- 
etta Russell, R.N., Public Health Nurse in this area. I 
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would like to thank the following people who gave 
so generously of their time and services to promote 
the success of this program: Dr. Paul Choate, Laura 
Guganig and the members of her committee, Mr. Nye 
and the entire school personnel, and each and every 
one who helped in any way.

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Report from the White Mountains Region 
Association 


Thanks to the fine cooperation of the towns in our Region, the 
Association has been able to carry on an extremely busy program 
aimed, as always, toward the benefiting of the entire northern part 
of New Hampshire. 

To this end we have cooperated wherever it has been possible 
with any and all agencies that have been working along any lines 
that promised eventual benefit to any sort of business within our 
state and region borders. This is in line with the original Regional 
concept, that pooling of efforts can accomplish more than can be done 
by a lot of separate, smaller and uncoordinated efforts. Nevertheless, 
along with this we continue our own individual projects and plans, 
where these promise to be more directly productive. 

Again we have distributed all over the United States nearly 100,000 
pieces of promotional literature of all types—maps, lists of places to 
stay,. picture folders, hunting-and-fishing folders, and winter-vacation 
brochures. We know these arouse interest and bring business because 
people write for them from all over the map; they also tell us later on 
that these folders were of definite help in causing them to decide 
where to spend their vacation time—AND MONEY! Your town was 
represented in each and every one of these folders. 

Our 4-H Awards Program continues to encourage boys and girls 
to take part in, and do better in, this fine and worthwhile program. 
Through cash awards to members and clubs, we are proud to be help- 
ing these youngsters to be the constructive farm citizens of our Re- 
gion in the future. 

We have planned and cooperated with the planning and carrying 
out, aS well as the publicizing of Old Home Days, Woodsman’s Con- 
test, Guides’ Show, Community Festivals, Horse Shows and the like, 
as well as planning and setting up one of our own, the White Moun- 
tains Region Art Center. We have spent a lot of time on the road 
attending shows visited by hundreds of thousands of people in Boston, 
Hartford, and Philadelphia, and are planning more of such work. 

As to results, we have again run a mail survey to find out what 
good we were accomplishing. From just one small sample (10% of 
4000) of our mail requests, we turned up 148 parties numbering 440 
people who came here. Only part of those told us how much they 
spent here, but that small part spent $18,571.00!! Seems unbelievable 
until you realize you can’t get by vacationing on much less than $7.00 
a day. Anyway, what they alone spent means that from that small 
group came back into this Region 21% times the total amount ap- 
propriated by our towns. 

What this means to every taxpayer is that much money, either 
direct income or tax income, came here to help take the burden off 
the local people. The man who never sees a tourist would be paying 
much more on his tax bill all through this state if visitors were not 
paying a substantial share of the freight!! With your help, we’ll con- 
tinue to do our part in keeping the money coming in.
